No thing was kno wn in Euro pe o f the 
existence o f the Philippine!* prio r to 
the lo th Century, 
it is po ssible they 
were kno wn to China and J apan and 
that trade may hav e been carried o n 
between them, but no thing definite is 
kno wn o n this po int and the first geo ­ 
graphical name by which the island- 
designated was that giv en them by 
Magellan who called them (Archepel- 
ago de Earn Lo renzo .) This name was 
afterward changed to Philippines in 
ho no r o f King Philip If. o f Spain. 
As the geo grahical o r geo lo gical fo r­ 
matio n o f the Philippines is v o lcanic, 
they may therefo re be the result o f 
so me great d isturbance o f the earth * 
crust, which caused them to rise fro m 
the depths o f the o cean o r what i* 
mo re pro bable they were separated 
fro m the co ntinent o f Asia o f which 
they may hav e fo rmed a part. 
In 1517 the celebrated Po rtugues — 
Hernando Magallanes (o r 
Fernando 
Magellan we say) unable to o btain in 
the co urt o f King Manuel o f Po rtugal, 
a hearing o f his then called bo ld 
pro ­ 
ject fo r the disco v ery o f new islands in 
the So uthern (). eau and to sail to ward 
the we*t until lie sho uld arriv e at the 
Mo lucca isles east o f J av a. 
Like Co l­ 
umbus ho wo nt to the co urt, o f Spain at 
Zarago za, who re Charles Lt 
was o n 
the thro ne at the time. 
Thru the i 1- 
fiuenee o f the Grand Chancello r and 
Bisho p Fo nsea o btained an audience 
with the Empero r. 
Co nv inced with the so undness 
o f 
which he based his pro ject he accept­ 
ed his prepo sitio n. 
The terms were 
signed and with them the title o f Go v ­ 
erno r o f ail co untries he might dis­ 
co v er. 
The preparatio ns o f the ships cc m- 
menco d In Sev illa arid 
bv Aug. 1519, 
tne fleet was co mplete 
The Victo ria, 
San Anto nia, Co nceptio n, Santiago and 
Trinidad, the flagship o f the

ro n. 
On No v . 27 Megellan passed thru j 
the straits which no w bears his name 
and o n the 19th o f 
March, 1521. the 
isles o f Las Velas Ltuinas, 
no w the 
Mariana o r Ladro ne gro upe. 
Sho rtly 
after he reached the isle o f Mindanao 
he again set sail, 
passed 
between 
the Lie o f Leyte and 
Bo ho l 
and 
reached the» Lie Cebu, where he was 
met by a ho stile receptio n by the na­ 
tiv es. 
He, ho wev er, manage to gain 
the friendship o f their chief and also 
managed to make them take the o ath 
cf v assalage and o bedience to the king 
o f Spain. 
On the 25th o f August, 1521, 
M a g e l l a n in a co nflict with the nativ es 
>n the Lie o f Mart an receiv ed a wmicd 
fro m an arro w which caused his death. 
At the death o f Magellan ho wa* suc­ 
ceeded by Quarto do Barbo sa, who was 
po iso ned at a banquet giv en by

Manila. The chief* after hav ing taken 
tfa o ath o f o bedience to the king o f

Legaspi died Aug. 29 1572

,va~ 
jccedo d by Guido de Lav ezare.-» , 
who in the same year defeated the 
famo us Chinese pirate, who entered 
the bay with a fleet o f 92 galleo ns and 
a numero us army to take po ssessio n o f 
the island fLi-Ma-Ko ng the pirate.) 
G lido was succeeded by Go mez Perez 
d 
Da-mariman in 1590, who co nstruct­ 
ed the famo us wail aro und the city, 
built Ft. Santiago , the cathedral co l­ 
lege o f Orphans and numero us o ther 
buildings that are standing to day. 
He was succeeded by J uan de Silv a 
in 1999,the same year the Dutch blo ck 
a led the harbo r but were repulsed 
with heav y lo ss, an expeditio n wa- 
-ent o ut to o v ertake the Dutch, whi h 
it did o il the co ast o f J av a, to tally de­ 
stro ying the who le Dutch fleet. 
The same year the arms o f Spain 
were extended as far so uth as Bo rneo 
and no rth to To rmo sa.

tan o f Mindano sent his fo rces to de­

defeat. The Sultan entered into friend­ 
ly relatio ns and helped to send an ex­ 
peditio n against the Mo ro s in the J o lo 
Archipeligo who wo re easily subdued. 
A large army o f nativ e tro o ps were 
raised. 
Co rcuera was the first go v ern­ 
o r to establish nativ e tro o ps o n the 
island.

1645 the co llege o f Manila 
was built. 
The same year an earth­ 
quake v isited the city destro ying two - 
thirds o f the ho uses and killed 900 
peo ple. 
in 1995 Co rcuera was succeeded by 
Diego Fajardo who had ano ther co n­ 
flict with the Dutch, to tally destro ying 
tho rn. 
The nav al festiv al o f Bino ndo , 
which is celebrated each year, is in 
ho no r o f Fajardo s great v icto ry. 
Fajardo was reliev ed by Marcque de 
Lara in 166S.

Pampanga,

aro se but were easily subdued.

< xcursio n wa s sent to the Lad ro nes, 
the name o f the gro up were changed 
to Mariana in ho no r o f Queen Maria 
Anna who gav e mm h aid in the co n­ 
structio n o f a co nv ent.

Guan was fo unded also . 
in 1978 Lara was reliev ed by Gener­ 
al Vargus who built the Go v erno r’s 
palace, passed excellent laws and put 
the islands o u a firm fo o ting, do ne 
Much fo r the peo ple and was liked by 
all the chiefs in the Archipilago .

being reliev ed in 
1717 by Fernando 
Bustaio enta o f who m i wiii write so me 
o ther 
time.
